REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant has 
clearly defined deep-set to mean located below the depth of the lowermost end of a 
tubing string when the tubing string is installed in its final position in the well; barrier to 
mean a physical measure that is capable of forming a seal so as to prevent an 
uncontrolled release or flow of fluid form the pressure side of the barrier; and 
independent to mean maintaining the integrity of the barriers separately from each 
other. Thus, the use of two independently verifiable deep-set barriers in combination 
with the lowering of a tubing hanger and tubing string on a subsea wellhead in 
combination with the other limitations of independent claims 92, 98, and 103 render the 
claims allowable over the prior art.
